WISEST AND FAIREST. 


In tabling the petition of the Con- 


nellsville Tennis Association and the 
Pleasant Valley Country Club Cor the 
introduction and passage of an ordin- 
ance establishing daylight saving, the 
City 
Council 
has 
recognized 
the 


futility of enacting legislation which 
cannot be enforced except as people 
may of their own accord desire to 
comply with Us provisions. Moreover, 
the action reflects the sentiment of the 
majority of the people of the com- 
munity who are Qot in Eavor of 
the 


adoption oE two time standards which 
would result In great inconvenience 
during the summer months. 


There being such a wide difference 


of opinion on the day'ight saving plan, 
'with the preponderance against it, 
the City Council has done quite the 
wisest and fairest thing in declining 
to make a change in the time stand- 
ard. 
Refusal to authori2e moving the 


clocks ahead one hour will not pre- 
vent any person 
or 
establishment 


from inaugurating daylight saving on 
their own accouni. This can be ac-

earlier and quit one hour earlier in 
the afternoon.

"Keep your "War Savings Stamps," 


is -nhut Lew Wallace, Jr., director of 
su\ing.-,, Treasury Department, says 
to the people who hold such govern- 
ment fecurit.05. "Do not allow these 
hdvlngs to pa«s IE to the hands of spec- 
ulators and suffer a loss," he ridded- 
"Hold them unti; they are due and 
the government will pay their full 
fJcs value, and tho purchasers will 
get all that the government intended 
they should receive when they invest- 
.ed their money. 
"When cashing their 


stamps the people should invest them 
hi toe new Treasury Savings Certifi- 
cates which have taken the place of 
the War Savings Stamps as govern- 
ment 
securities s o l d 
in 
s m a l l 


amounts." 


War Savings Stamps issued in 1918 


will mature January 1, 1923, and will 
he redeemed at par. The "War Savings 
Stamps were issued in unit denomina- 
tions of $5. When purchased the first 
month in the year they werc sold for 
$4.12, and the sale price increased one 
cent each month to the end of the year. 
These stamps have always been re- 
deemaMo. and redemption value in- 
creasing month by month in the same 
proper-ion as the purchase price In- 
creaser". The $5 stamp issued in 1918 
is worth $4.63 at the present time. 
Next January it will be worth $5, a 
difference of 37 cents. 


Director "Wallace takes occasion to 


ft am holders of these stamps not to 
sacrifice, the profit between present re- 
demption prices and the par value 
price wnlcb. the government will pay, 
even if the scalpers ofier more than 
the government now pays when cash- 
ing the stamps. He believes it is far 
better for the holder of tie stamps to 
tide over any pressing necessity in or- 
der to receive the lull value of the 
stamps, as the government intended. 
One great advantage to. the purchaser 
of the Treasury Savings Certificates, 
new isiuie, he says, is that they are 
not transferable, and the bolder" can- 
not sel them lo the scalpers as they 
near maturity." 


"K would appear that the person 


who is trying to save is beset on all 
sides," Said Director Wallace. "Those 
who bought War Savings Stamps were 
generally poop's of small moans, with 
limited saving?. 
For thc most part 


they were patriotically inclined, and 
nought because they wanted to help 
the government \vith money in time 
of war. 
Many of ihera of necessity 


have sold their stamps or redeemed 
them at the places of purchase. Now 
those issued in 1918 are approaching 
the period of tbeir greatest value, and 
the ever ready sharper is trying to 
shave off a part of the savings of these 
people by offering them a slight in- 
crease over the present redemption 
prices. 


"The government does not offer pro- 


rata redemption prices for its savings 
securities. Its policy is to encourage 
savings, to induce the investor to 
hold unifl maturity and then io re- 
invest. Trp new issue of savings cer- 
tificates provides for redemption at 
any time, paying S1/^ per cpat inter- 
est during the time of investment. But 
to encourage these investors to make 
the best of their savings, interest is 
paid at the rate of 4% per cent com- 


. pounded semi-annually if the cortifl- 


i cates arc held until maturity, which 
is five years. 
Another arU*anlage of 


th* new savings certificate is thai thcy 
are all sold at the same price no mat- 
ter what time of the year they are pur- 
chased. 
Thfy are sold at all post- 


offices and redeemed at the Treasury 
Department by mail."
